which to choose.

Children should be taught to eat 


foods that are proper for them and not

*° want coffee, candy, or other foods 


„ 
bf their own choosing, in amounts not 
suitable to their years. 


Children should eat slowly and chew 


thoroughly. They can be taught to 


chew by giving them solid food and 
such substances as hard, dry crackers, 
zwieback, crisp toast, and similar sub- 
stances, after their molar teeth have 
developed. 


Finally, the baby should drink wat- 


er several times a day between meals, 
as well as the water which regularly 
accompanies the meals. 


Especially important is emphasis on 


the baby's feeding itself and eating 
without too much trouble. The baby 
that lacks appetite learns to play with 
the food. 


Parents encourage this by feeding 


the baby and amusing it during the 
eating. The child develops less and 
less desire for food and will probably 
learn to vomit, just to avoid eating. 


Most experts now advise that the 


food should be given at regular hours 
and, in 15 or 20 minutes, be taken 
awsy, even though none has 'been

CLEVELAND, Ohio—While the lie- 


publican National Convention was go- 
ing wild Wednesday night over former 
President Herbert Hoover and cheer- 
ing his appeal to extirpate the Now 
Deal policies and restore individual 
liberty, things wore happening behind 
the scenes that indicated the nomina- 
tion of Gov. Alf M. Landon of Kflnsas 
for the nominee of the pnrty. 


The appearance of Mr. Hoover bo- 


fore the convention 
evoked such n 


protracted demonstration ot enthusi- 
asm acclaim as is usually 
reserved 


for the nominuee of the party. 


Mr. Hoover smilingly and modestly 


accepted (he tribute and (hen plunged 
into a speech that was aimed at the 
New Deal without taking sides in the 
contest, over the Republican ticket. 


Although, known to be less favora- 


bly inclined to Governor Landon than 
to any of his rivals of the nomination, 
the titular leader of the party betray- 
ed no bias, but called upon all Re- 
publicans alike to unite against the 
common enemy, the New Deal. 


'The day the Republican parly." he 


thundered, 'can assure right princi- 
ples we can turn this nation from the 
demoralization of relief to the con- 
tentment of constructive jobs. Herein 
—and herein alone—is a guarantee of 
jobs for the 11,000,000 idle based upon 
realities and 
not on 
political clap 


trap." 


Votes For Landon Forecast 


A band wagon movement for Lan- 


don earlier Wednesday was precipitat- 
ed by the .New York and Pennsylvania 
delegations. Of New York's delegates 
85 voted to support Landon on the 
first ballot. Fifty of the 75 Pennsyl- 
vaninns also announced they would 
do the same. 


Those and other accretions to the 


Landon strength indicated that there 
would be no fewer than 550 votes for 
the governor on the first ballot and 
only 502 are necessary to nominate 


Representative Bertram! H. Snell of 


New York, minority 
leader of the 


House at Washington, took the gavel 
as permanent chairman and stirred the 
delegates; to enthusiasm with an ad- 
dress excoriating "the arrogant indi-

Paralysis Test 


Held Unreliable 


Five Years of Research 


Ends in Chicago With 


Failure 


CHICAGO.—(/P)—A five-year study 


of infantile paralysis ended Wednes- 
day with a report in which research- 
ers said methods of testing immunity 
to the disease were not reliable. 


The procedure has been to draw a 


sample of blood from the human sub- 
ject, mix it with the 
virus 
which 


causes the paralysis, and inject it into 
u monkey. If the blood contained an- 
tibodies able to kill the virus, the 
monkey did not get sick and the blood 
donor was considered immune. 


Experiments have proved, however, 


said three doctors—N. Paul Hudson of 
Columbus, Ohio, Edwin H. Lennette 
and Francis B. Gordon of Chicago— 
that this method fails to consider the 
fact that the virus attacks through 
the nervous system and not through 
blood vessels. 


Of 19 monkeys vaccinated with dif- 


ferent substances, 12 were found to 
have antibodies in their blood as a 
result. 


When the virus was introduced in 


their nasal passages—now considered 
the chief point of entry for the dis- 
ease—18 of the 19 died of infantile 
paralysis.
